waters of the world. The Linn was a
long, slm grevhound-logking boat,
bullt for speed, and the fact that she
ghowed her heels to evervililng oy the
river justified the efforts of her build-
ers.

SILYER COIN BRINGS 82,000

Ninety-nine Year O1d Dollar Jolns the
Collection of Baven.

A United Stateas dollar, now in ijts
nilnety-ninth year, yesterday bezun the
long trip from Denver Lo Portland, Ove,,
after having laln It o lenver collection
of coings for more than 185 years., Though
the dollar fs about the slze of those
codned during the present year, and
coutainsg about the same number of
grajns of silver, It brought In the neigh-
borliood of about $6.30 per grain of pure
silver In its combination, and ull this
because It Has been in the one forin
for neariy 100 years,

The dollar is one of the colnage of
1804. of which there are only seven
kunown to be In existence, It was bought
by the late J. ¥V, Dexteor gt the Chap-
man sale of coing in 1885, At that time
the coln had besn but lately secursd
from & collection in
only one of the dollars that
to have been In o foreign  colléetion
Mr. Dexter pald 31,006 for the dollar,
having to bid agalnst several other
collectors, the price being at that time
the largest that had ever been pald for
one of the colpags named. Since then
one of the other colna had been =old
for 51,260, a record that held good untii
vesterday., when H. G. Brown of Port-
land, Ore., pald 32,000 for the <oin o
. G. Parvin. who succeeded

Is known

to the
ownership of the Dexier collection. Mr.
Parvin dfd not willlngly part with the
coln at that price, for he has held It
as the key piece of his numismatie col-
lection.

About a yaar ago the Republlean printed
the stoty of the Parvin 1504 dollinr, and i
was dcopled extenmively througbout
countey. As a reault Mr. Farvin has boen
receiving letters ever since coneerning his
collection of rare coins from all parts of
the country, A& Chicago min tried (o by
the doilar, offering up to 550, avd falled
Then a man in St Louls  tried to specure
It for a collectlon to be exhibited at the
world's Tufr. During these negotlitions
My, Parvin thought he had dlscovered t™=o
limit of bidding and that no man would
g0 over $1.50 in trying to get the coin.
